Before choosing a location for your new phone, read the I NSTALLATI ON 

CONSI DERATI ONS i ncl uded i n the PRECAUTI ONS AND I IMPORTANT SAFETY I NSTRUCTI ONS 

brochure. Here are some important guidelines you should consider: 

Avoid heat sources, such as radiators, 
air ducts, and sunlight 

Avoid television sets and other 
electronic equipment 



Choose a central location 




Avoid noise sources such as a window by a 
street with heavy traffic 

Avoid microwave ovens 



Avoid excessive moisture, 
extremely low temperatures, 
dust, mechanical vibration, or

• The location should be close to both a phone jack and a continuous power outlet 
which is not switchable. 

• Keep the base and handset away from sources of electrical noise such as motors, 
microwave ovens, and fluorescent lighting. 

• Be sure there is sufficient space to raise the base antenna to a vertical position. 

• The base can be placed on a desk, tabletop, or mounted on a standard wall plate. 
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B. I nstal I the battery pack 

Charge the battery pack for at least 15- 20 hours 
before pi uggi ng the phone I i ne i nto your phone. 



1) Press in on the battery cover release and slide the cover 
down until it comes off. 



2) Connect the battery pack connector observi ng correct 
polarity (black and red wires) to the jack inside the 
battery compartment. 

Do not exert any force on this connection. It could cause 
damage to the battery or to the handset. The plastic 
connectors will fit together in only one way. 
Once you are certain that you have made a good 
connection, then insert the battery pack into the battery 
compartment. Do not pinch the wires. 

3) Securely close the battery compartment cover by sliding 
it up until it snaps into place. 

4) Place the handset in the base with the keypad facing 
forward.

Cleaning the Battery Charging Contacts 

To maintain a good charge, it is important to clean the 
battery contacts on the handset and base unit with a 
dry cl oth or a penci I eraser about once a month. 
Do not use any liquids or solvents.

1) Connect the AC adapter to the DC I N 9V jack 
and to a standard 120V AC wall outlet.

3) Make sure that the Status LED illuminates. If 
the LED does not illuminate, check to see 

that the AC adapter is plugged in and that the handset makes good contact with 
the base charging contacts. 

• Use only the supplied AD-310 AC adapter. Do not use any other AC adapter, 
[notej • Gbnnect the AC adapter to a continuous pov\er supply. 

• Place the base unit close to the AC outlet so that you can unplug the AC adapter easily. 

• After installing the battery pack in the handset, charge your handset at least 15- 20 
hours before plugging into the phone line. Once the handset battery pack is fully 
charged, connect the telephone line cord to the base and telephone wall outlet. 



4) Connect the telephone line cord to the TEL LINE jack and 
to a telephone outlet once the handset is fully charged.

• Avoid electrical cables, pipes, or other items behind the mounting location that 
could cause a hazard when inserting screws into the wall. 

• Try to mount your phone within 5 feet of a working phone jack to avoid excessive 
lengths. 

• Make sure the wall material is capable of supporting the weight of the base 
and handset. 

• Use #10 screws (minimum length of 1-3/8 inches) with anchoring devices suitable 
for the wall material where the base unit will be placed.

• Talk Mode - The handset is off the base and talk/flash has been pressed enabling 
a dial tone.

Setting Menu Options 



There are five setup options available. They are Caller I D options [AutoTalk, a DCW 
(Caller I D on Call Waiting), Area Code], Dial Mode and Language. 

AutoTalk allows you to answer the phone without pressing the talk/flash button. If 
the phone rings when AutoTalk is on, simply remove the handset from the base and 
the phone automatically answers the call. If the phone rings when AutoTalk is off, 
you must press talk/ 'flash to answer the call.

Installation Considerations 
Selecting a Location 

Before choosi ng a I ocati on for your new phone, there are some i mpor- 
tant guidelines you should consider: 

- The location should be close to both a phone jack and continuous 
power outlet. (A continuoi_e power outlet is an ACoutlet which does 
not have a switch to interrupt its power.) 

Keep the base and handset away from sources of electrical noise 
such as motors or fluorescent lighting. 

Be sure there is suffident space to fully extend the base antenna. 

- The base can be placed on a desk or tabletop or mounted on a stan- 
dard telephone wall plate 

- You should charge your new phone for 15- 20 hours before complet- 
ing the installation or using the handset. 

Telephone Line Outlets 

There are two types of phone outlets: 

Modular Jack 

ivtost phone equipment available now uses modular jacks. Phone cords 
are fitted with a molded plastic connector which plugs into this type of 
jack. I f you do not have modular phone jacks, contact your local tele- 
phone company for information about their installation. 

Hardwired Jack 

Some equipment is wired directly to a phone jack, and these types of 
installations require a modular jack converter. This type of installation is 
not difficult; however, you should contact your Uni den telephone dealer 
or a telephone supply store for advice about the proper adapter or con- 



verter for your particular situation. 

Connecting the Telephone Goncfc 

Consider these safety guidelines before connecting the telephone cords: 
Caution! 

• Never install telephone wiring during a lightning storm. 

• Never touch uninsulated telephone wires or terminals unless the tele- 
phone line has been disconnected. 

• Use caution when installing or modifying telephone lines. 

Applyi ng Power to the Base 

This phone requires an ACoutlet, without a switch to interrupt power, 
and the induded AC adapter. To relieve strain on the DC plug when the 
phone is placed on a desk or table, wrap the power cord around the 
strain relief notch on the bottom of the base. 
NOTE: Place the power cord so that it does not create a trip 

hazard, or where it could become chafed and create a pre 

or other electrical hazards. 

Adapter Safety Features 

If the AC adapter furnished with this phone has a polarized line plug (a 
plug having one blade wider than the other), this plug will fit into the 
power outlet only one way. If you are unable to insert the plug fully 
into the outlet, try reversing the plug. 

Da not alter the shape of the blades of the polarized plug! 

NOTE: Tf you cannot plug the AC adapter into the outlet, con- 

tact someone about replacing the outlet. 
Plug the AC Adapter into a standard 120 VAC wall outlet. 
Do not use an outlet controlled by a wall switch.
